Farm purchasing power: Both farm 


income and prices paid by farmers 
declined sharply from 1929 to 1932, 
but farm income declined more. From 


,. 1932 to 1939 there was an increase in 


both farm income and prices paid by 
farmers, but farm income increased 
more. Thus buying power fell off 
from 1929 to 1932, and climbed upward 
from 1932 to 1939.

during the acute stage of 
the

cd treatment, or downright ne- 
glect of any tronttrvAil, are the 
cause of thousands 
of crippled, 


twisted, powerless 
bodies now. 


Much can be done along these 
lines right now. The new founda- 
tion will carry on a broad-gauged 
educational 
campaign, 
prepared 


under expert medical supervision, 
and this will be placed within 
the reach of the doctors and the 
hospitals of the 
country. 
The 


practicing physician is in reality 
the front line fighter of the sick- 
ness, and there is much existing 
valuable knowledge that should 
disseminated to him. 


"And 
then there is also the tre- 


mendous problem as to what is 
to be done with those hundreds 
of thousands already ruined by the 
after-effects of this affliction. To 
investigate, to study, to develop 
every medical possibility of en- 
abling those so afflicted to be- 
come economically independent in 
their local communities will be 
one of the chief aims of the new 
But in a general way, the American 


people must consider this drive against 
infantile paralysis as simply another 
demonstration of the principle of de- 
mocracy — that 
protection against 


disease, or cure. lor. jt, belong as.mlfbh 
to the poor as to the rich. 


Until the coming of representative 


government it was the habit of na- 
tions to let each family look after its 
own health as best it could. 


In medieval England, and in colonial 


America, small pox scourges swept 
the cities; the rich fled to safety, if 
possible, but the poor died inexitably. 


Democratic government today, in 


the republic of the United States and 
the empire of Britain, docs not put up 
with such injustice. No scourge can 
be permitted to ravage the nation, 
state, or city. The whole will of the 
people is bent to one objective: To 
lift the terror of disease from the 
heart of 
mankind, 
irrespective of 


wealth or station, creed or race. 


Mr, Roosevelt, himself a wealthy 


man, 
was once struck down by in- 


fantile paralysis. 
Determinedly ho 


beat the disease. Equally determined, 
he made public both his example and 
his objective so that the weight of 
his high office might be loaned to the 
aid of all the afflicted people of his 
country, 


And for that all men admire men, 


and all are resolve to do something 
today for the nation's greatest single 
resource—its good health.

Germans May 
Send Troops 
to Africa 


Nazi Aerial 
Attack on British 
Fleet Expected 
to Pare Way 


LONDON—W)—Strong aerial attacks 


on the British Mediterranean 
fleet 


probably will be made by the Nazi 
air force, military sources said Wed- 
nesday, to clear the way for ship- 
ment of German troops to Africa. 


These sources characterized the at- 


tack by German dive bombers on a 
British naval flotilla January 10 as 
"the first gun of the offensive." 


Military sources in London said thai 


if the German Luftwaffe units based 
in Sicily were able to destroy Brit- 
ish naval supremacy in the Mediter- 
ranean Germany would undoubtedly 
begin sending 
troops 
across the 


Sicilian Channel which lies between 
Sicily and Tunisia to bolster Marsha 
Rodolfo Graziani's harried forces in 
Libya. 


Despite the potential danger of such 


an offensive there was little fear in 
London that the Germans would be 
successful. 


Dealing with the air situation, well- 


informed circles noted that the Ger- 
mans would be operating from "make- 
shift" bases against the RAF flyini 
from "well protected and well equip- 
ped" bases.

WASHINGTON —iff)— 
Displaying 


more anger than he has shown in 
many a day, President Roosevelt Tues- 
day assorted that critics of his iid-to- 
Britain plan were guilty of the "rot- 
tenest" and "most dastardly" untruths 
when they charged that the Vlan 
would result in "plowing under every 
fourth American child." 


The president named no names at a 


press conference, but Senator Wheeler 
(Dem., Mont.), opponent of the Roose- 
velt plan, said in a speech Sunday 
night that "the lend-leas-give pro- 
gram is the New Deal's Triple A for- 
eign policy—plow under every fourth 
American boy." As soon as he heard 
of the president's remarks Tuesday, 
Wheeler retored that "apparently the 
president lost his temper." 


The president's remarks came dur- 


ing a discussion of the recently intro- 
duced bill giving him broad powers 
to supply war materials and otherwise 
assist 
countries 
battling the Axis 


powers. A reporter noted that the 
bill had been called a blank check, 
and asked for the president's com- 
ment on that. 


Mr. Roosevelt said he supposed the 


best way to put it was to suggest that 
some one write him another bill that 
could not be so labelled and that 
would accomplish the same objectives. 


"That is not an answer," he asserted, 


"to those, at all, who talk about plow- 
ing under every fourth 
American 


child, which I regard as the most un- 
truthful, as the most dastardly, un- 
patriotic thing that has ever been 
said. Quote me on that. 


'That really is the rotlenest thing 


that has been said in public life in 
my generation."

Falling downstairs 
in the 


dark is one of the most serious home 
accidents, and bruises from collid- 
ing with furniture because of in- 
sufficient light are common, 
Miss 


Fletcher says. 


According to Mrs. Ida A. Fcnton of 


the University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture, statistics compiled by 
the Safety Council show that one 
person is killed every 14 minutes in 
the home, one person permanently 
crippled every three minutes in the 
home, and one person injured every 
6 seconds in the home. 


Falls, the Extension economist in 


home management says, rann. high- 
est in causes of accidents in the 
home. Among the principal causes of 
falls, she says, arc poorly lighted 
stairways and doorways, causes which 
can be eliminated by the installation 
of proper lighting facilities. 


For stairway lighting, "three-way" 


switches are recommended, so that 
before going from one floor to an- 
other in either direction, the path 
ahead is lighted up. It is easier and 
cheaper in the long run to install 
enough switches and convenience out 
lets at the time the house is wired 
than to put them in later. 


There should be a switch at the 


doorway of each room. Then it is 
possible to avoid encounters in the 
dark with large, heavy furniture. 


Here's a good safety 
suggestion 


along this line for bedrooms: Place a 
double convenience outlet near the 
floor close to the head of the bed. 
You can plug in a light for reading 
in bed, and also a small night light 
close to the floor. A seven-watt 
bulb used in this fivture is so small 
its light need not disturb sleepers, 
but it will light a path across the 
room if anyone needs to walk about 
at night. 


Another good location for a small 


night light is in an upstairs hall. Ex- 
cept for such night lights, other dim 
lights are not recommended, especial- 
ly the colored ones that are often us- 
ed. The cost of better lighting is not 
so high as it used to be, and there 
is no economy in having poor lights, 
ivirs. Fen ton says. 


"Prunes are a winter staple that 


bbelong on the pantry shelf right 
along with flour, sugar, ancl spices," 
county home demonstration agent. 


Properly cooked so the yare plump 


and juicy, prunes arc a modest, but 
good-tasting fruit. They have more 
taste appeal when spiced up to go 
with a meat course, combined with 
cooked cereal for breakfast, mixed 
with butter or peanut butter for a 
sandwich filling, or used like fresh 
fruit 
in salads and desserts. 


You can figure on about 12 serv- 


ings from a pound of prunes, and 
the cost is surprisingly low. Miss 
Mary E. Loughead of the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture, 
explains this pound of prunes sup- 
plies food values, too—in the form of 
iron, calcium, vitamin A, and vita- 
min Bl., 


In deciding on a dessert, the Ex- 


tension specialist in foods and nu- 
trition says, keep prunes in mind as 
a filling for dumplings and turn- 
overs, for topping shortcake and up- 
side-down cake, for combining with 
sugar and beaten egg whites or with 
whipped cream to make a fruit whip. 


Prune bread offers another ay to 


use this versatile fruit. Hake like 
raisin bread with a yeast dough, it 
is excellent toasted. Or roll the dough 
out in a thin rectangular shape, spread 
with butter and a mixture of chop- 
ped prunes, nuts, and brown sugar, 
roll up like a jelly roll, and cut off 
pieces to make pin wheel rolls. Or 
keep in one big roll for a roly-poly 
loaf with prune filling. To put chop-, 
ped prunes in a quick bread is an- 
other idea, especially 
good 
when 


made with whole-wheat flour, to make 
a loaf of dark brown color high in 
minerals and vitamin Bl.
